Con.staiUinople, April ID— The third 
day 01' tlid revolutionary luovrnient in 
the capital wa.s marked by .some serious 
disorders, such. as a demonstration by 
marlijes, whp, objected to the new 
minlatei; of naarlne.'yico- Admiral Ad- 
jimln Pasha. : Xho mairlnes gathered la 
force and, Seized, and convoyed to ,tho 
pulaco" Arlf : Bey, commander 'of • tho 
battleship Assarl TovvTlk', a' menibet'of 
the committee of Union and.'Progpess, 
who ordered the guns of this ^hlp train- 
ed on tho Yildiz Kiosk when the ris- 
ing was at its height, with the inten- 
tion of supporting thg committee. 
Arriving at tUe Yildiz Kiosk, the men 
lynched Arif Bey. notwlthatunding tho 
eit'orts of the palace guard to save him. 

Athouglh pub|lc confidence^ Is by no 
means restored by the 'formation of 
the cabinet, an excellent ■■ Impredsion 
has been produced by' the .appoint- 
ment of Nazlm Pasha as commander 
of the lirst army corps, and this has 
been strengthened by the nomination 
of i\Ienduh Pasha, another able Adrl- 
anople ollicer, to the command of the 
llrst division of Constantinople. 

Edhim Pa.sha, tho new minister of 
war, and Nazini Pasha today made 
the rounds of the barracks find ex- 
horted the soldiers to obey their oHl- 
cers. They wore well received and 
heartily cheered.

The latter corps, however,' recently 
opposed the committee. Tho Imprcs- 
.sion lirevails here that thy third anny 
corps Is ignorant of tho real object of 
Tuesday's rising, and jnay desist from 
Its warlike intentions when it realizes 
that parliament and tlie constitution 
have been maintained. A committee 
of ulcmas in tlie capital has issued 
pamphlets explaining the movement, 
which, thoy assert. Is now directed 
against the constitutional government. 
On that contrary, the committee em- 
phasizes the fraternity between tho 
Afosleihs and Christians and e'ncour-: 
ages.'alU.to co-ppbraate for the wefare 
of the country. • 

Few Armenians Killed. 
The first news from .Mersliia was 
happily exaggerated. Karly advices 
.stated that a massacre of Armenian 
was In progress at that place, which 
is a seaport of Asia Minor on the Med- 
iterranean. The disturbance in reality 
occurred at Dana", about 3G miles from 
Merslna. Only ten Armenians were 
killed. Martial laW has been proclaimed 
there and reinforcements of -troops are 
b eniidpgats amwfyat tawtamfvv mata 
being dispatched, from Beirut. 

Tlie report that Mahmoud Mukhtar 
Pasha has fled to Salonika has lieou 
confirmed. It is stated that Ahmed 
Rlza, the former president of the 
cliamber, has taken refuge in the 
French embassy, - and that Hussqln 
Jahim, odltor-ln-ohlell of the Tanhj.' 
has fled abroad. There is no trace of 
the other members of the committee. 

The number pf casualties during the 
disturbances of the last few days has 
not been established, but It is believed 
to be comparatively small. 



It Is alleged that many offliKsrs,' dis-

EXPELLED BY S OCiALI'STS 

Charges Laid Against F. H. Slierman, 
U.M.W. District President Are 
Found Proven 



Vniicnuvor, April 15. — At a meeting 
of tho Dominion executive of tho So- 
cialliit iiarty of Canada hero yester- 
day the following oflicial statement 
was given out: "Charges laid by the 
local at Calgary against F. H. Sher- 
man, member at large, weire. read;, also 
his defense. ' The charges were found 
proven, and ,F, H. Sherman, was do- 
.clared expelled from the party." 



Ottawa, April 15. — There wore fur- 
ther disorderly scenes In the house 
of commons today, growing out of the 
Pugsley matter. When Dr. Daniel rose, 
shortly before 4 o'clock, the house was 
crowded- and there ■ was not even 
standing room In the galleries. 

Before tho debate prooeededi Mr. 
Pugsley said he " had a . statement to 
make. This was tb the effect that he 
had no objection to the reading of tho 
Mayes aflldavit, to which such strong 
objection was entered yesterday. Tills 
was met with loud cheers from tlio op- 
position. 

Dr. Daniel then read the whole doc- 
ument and summarized its contents by 
stating that In June, 1905, Mr. Mayes 
had sent an ofCor to the government 
to do tho dredging in St. John harbor 
for 49 cents a cubic yard. Mr. Mayes 
saw Mr, Pugsley, and tho latter told 
him to go and see Mr. McAvity. Dr. 
Daniel saw nothing wrong in that, as 
at that time McAvity : was the pivot 
around which the .whole lilberal ma- 
chinery in St. John turned. He took 
Mr. Pugsley's advlco and consulted 
McAvity with the result that both 
came to Ottawa on McAvity's advice. 
After the latter had seen Mr. Hyman, 
then minister of public works, Mayes 
put in a tender at 55 cents per cubic 
yard, and signed an agreement to pay 
Over to McAvity 5 cents a cubic yard. 
Plundering tho Public 
According to Dr. Daniel this B cents 
per cubic yard represented the value 
of McAvity's influence with tho de- 
partment. The agreement Mayes made 
with McAvity was corrupt, , immoral 
and illegal. He quoted the erlmliiHl 
.,ppde to show that it was Illegal. The 
■$*D,0OO McAvity got as his aharo was 
nothing buti plain plunderJng and un- 
disguised TOlJberi' of the. Rubllc treas- 
ury, Loiid .opposition cheero/VgreBtbd 
this statement The cdtntiilttee - of .in- 
quiry was wanted to ascertain if the 
payment of $2,000, made by Mayes to 
Mr. Pugsley, was for legal services, 
and iC Mr. Pugsley, after ho becaiiiQ 
mlnl.'stcr withheld final payments to 
Jlaycs until McAvity got his share of 
the proceeds. The man who did tho 
work was being held, up because tho 
middleman wanted his money. Those 
were fairly good reasons . why there 
Should bo an Investlgatloja, Dr. Dan- 
iel quoted the Emerson^case^ as a pre- 
cedent why Pugsloy iahbuld, resign. He 
concluded by moving his. resolution 
calling for a committee of inquiry. 

Mr. Pugsley sot Into trouble immo- 
dlately when he .started his reply, by 
stating that when reading it at a 
meeting In St. John, Premier Hnzen 
had deliberateiy falsified the docu- 
ment in regard to a date. In his 
speech. Dr. Daniel declared in refer- 
encs to this date that when P.-omler 
Hazon read It at the meeting in ques- 
tion, liQ had read the correct date 
When Mr. Pugsley accused Mr. Hazen 
Of reading the . wrong date. Dr. 
Daniel at once roso'.to a point of or- 
ru'"'. that . as .b<! .had stated 

that Mr. Hazen had read the correct 
date Mr. Pugsley was.' boun4' to accept 
his word. Mr. Pugsley reftised to take 
Dr. Daniel's word. That was no point 
of order. This lead to a great uproar 
during which Mr. Pugaloy attempted 
to proceed, but could not make him- 
self heard. ' 

The speaker for a time viilniy en- 
deavored to socure silence. Finally lio 
did succeed and then cxprcs.scd tlie "hope 
that the houjio would opsprvn tho rules 
ThlH quitted matters down for a little 
\\-lii e, and Mr. Pugsley discussed the ,usa ol i 
aft.^lr. Ho had no knowledge of tlio re- , of flour 
latlons botweon Mayes .-ind Mc.\vlty. .lie I rpV" i 
thought they wore working together on 
tho contract. Then ho turned Ins bat- 
teries on Dr. Dnniel, and declared that 
It was neltlier manly nor honorable for 
men to seek upon mere insinuations to 
destroy the characters of others, when 
they wero unwilling to undertake the 
responsibility of making definite charges. 
Obliged to Withdraw, 
Dr. Daniel was on his toot in a mo- 
ment. Ho thought it was going beyond 
tiiQ limit to refer to. another member 
as unmanly and dishonorable. 

Mr. Pugsley refused to 'withdraw, and 
after ten minutes Dr. Daniel declared 
that If ho did not do so ho would follow 
tho matter up outside tho house. Tlie 
speaker ruled that tho words woro of a 
srcnerul application. This .did not quiet 
things, and finally Mr. Pugsloy altered 
the words and was allowed to proceed. 
Ho hold that thoro was nothing to Inves- 
tigate. The only tiling , which could 
poHslbly call for an investigation was 
tho collusion of Mayos and McAvity 
with an otflcer of the department In get- 
ting the contract, ' If the orown should 
proceed against any one, it would bo 
against Mayes and not McAvity. 

He closed with a peroration which 
was a plea for a higher conception of 
public life by its pu blic men, who should 
not seek to discredit thoir opponents 
by falsehood and slanderous attacks. 
Premier's Argument. 
The debate was continued hy Jlessrs. 
Crocket, Carvell, Nortlirup and Clark 
of Red Deer. Then Sir 'Wilfrid Lam-.^ 
ier stated tliat this was not the lirst 
time eliurgcj had lieoii brought against 
a niinlstor of tlio crown, with the oh- 
Jcct of driving hlin from public life. 
However, In the past dotlnlto charges 
had always been made '"ay a member, 
and lie quoted tho Tartc cnso in support 
of this. Ill the pr'o.s„nt case. Dr. Daniel 
accepted no respon«lblllty, not oven for 
tho affidavit, nor had lie sufficient faith 
to declare that It was true. The mat- 
ter had been before tho public for six 
months. Mr. Pugsley had immediately 
met it. Detweon the statement of Mr. 
Pugsloy and the afffthivit of Mayes 
there was no oholce. It was a motion 
of want of coiifldenco, and the govern- 
ment could not accept, any such motion 
in regard to Mr Pqgsley, "Wo are 
prouder of him tonight than over," the 
premier ooncludod.

Tho company 
win betweon June 1st and November 
1st, 1908, and betweun Aprll lSth and 
November 16th In each year there- 
after, use only such coal-burning loco- 
motives as shall have been Inspected 
by the .commission, It will operate 
two locomotives on- the Mohawk &

paratus, and place them not later than 
July 15th, and maintain in service until 
November 1st at least.

Severely Felt In New 
T V / - York 



New York, April 15. — With Hour up 
forty cents a barrel in the local market 
and the prospects apparently good for 
a further rise, New York city, now is 
facing the possibility of bread at sev- 
en cents a loaf. 

The ghetto of New York has al- 
ready In some degree felt the effect 
of the buoyancy of the Chicago wheat 
I)lt. .Six cents a loaf is the prico now 
charged by some bakers, while the 
proprietors of hundreds of other bak- 
eries declare that they cannot continue 
selling at five cents much longer with 
bread flour of the better grades cost- 
ing from $7 to $7.20 a barrel, against 
$G.fiO to $0.85 a few days ago. 

While no concerted action in the 
matter of raising bread prices has yet 
been taken, developments along this 
line are expected at the next meeting 
of the East Side JIaster Bakers' As- 
sociation. This organization comprises 
about '100 proprietors,, of the smaller 
bakeries, tv.'enty-two Of whom have, it 
is stated, given u|) business since tho 
hi»5 rise in wheat began. Their secre- 
tary, D. H. Brayer, declared to-day 
that present conditions In the flour 
market meant either a cut In the 
weight 9f , pacli.- loaf or else an in- 
crease In' -the" prlpes,' 'Working forces 
have been curtailed, already in the 
cast side bakerle^ Mr, Brayer, saia, in 
the effort of prpprletora to meet the 
loss of proftt from tho increased price

Fif- 
teen hundred bakers have been thrown 
out of work by tho necessity of re- 
trenching to meet expenses, and 20,000 
others in various parts of tho city are 
now without regular employment, tho 
majority with none at all. 

"The influence of the riao In wheat 
on the flour market Is feared by all 
bakers, large and .'jinall, and maiiy of 
them do not hesitate to predict a ris- 
ing scale of flour prices botweon now 
and June, In any event, seven-cent 
bread, cither through an out-and-out 
advance in -price or an 'equivalent 
shrinkage' ih ' the loaf, seems Inevlt 
able." >

Victor Ista, a Froiicli gunsmith for- 
merly In the employ of Plcliou {k I.en- 
festy, was convicted yesterday on 
three charges of theft, and was sen- 
tenced altogether to eighteen niontlis 
at hard labor. 

He pleaded guilty to the charge o£ 
robbing his enipioyera of articles sold 
or used by gunsmiths, totalling in 
value some J109. He seems to have 
taken n sample of pretty nearly every- 
thing, Including a revolver and a ;iU-30 
Winchester rlilo. He had been in the 
firm's employ for some eighteen 
months, and It.Jvvias only, rebcntiy that 
suspicion had 'peeh 'aitached to him. 
Aa It WBS; a-^ first offence the magis- 
trate Informed the accused, that be 
would only Impose a sentence" of ;6ne 
year, though under the code a very 
heavy penalty might be attached to a 
conviction for robbing .in oniploycr. 

AVhen Detectives Claynrda and 
O'Lcary sonrclied the man's lodgings 
they found n number of table ware 
bearing tiie nuirk of the Strand Cafe. 
He was charged with stealing these. 
'J'o this ho pleaded not guilty and 
swore that a frii.'nd had given tlioni to 
him. The friend in (lueslion, another 
Frenclnnan named M.-iturin, denied tliis, 
saying he had nevfT seen the stui'l: 
before. Wni. l^'aiconor, enn of tlie pro- 
prietors of till! Strand, Identified the 
spoons, torlis and knife. Tlu-ee niontlis 
was tile sentence on this elnirge. 

'J'lie third charge Avas for stealing a 
lot of sheets and otlier bod linen from 
his landlady. She tcstilied lliat about 
a week ago she found she was very 
short of sheets, and wlth-her daughter 
was obliged to sleep on blankets. This 
was about, the time the) accused' left 
iicr boarding-house, although she re- 
tained his tnmk,^ as ho was In debt 
for several months' rent. Detective 
ClayariJs told of opening the trunk and 
finding the bed linen tlierelii which 
was Idontilled by Mrs. Lowry. It al.so 
transpired that the linen clo.set was on 
the same landing as the defendant';', 
room and about a couple of yards 
away. 

Ista's e.'icuse was that he had ijeen 
given leave to take bed linen from the 
closet by the landlady's daugliter 
whenever lie wanted It, and as he did 
not send to tlie laundry regularly tliu 
number of sheets ho had liad accuiini- 
lated. On leaving lie liad put them in 
his trunk for sate keeping, and left the 
trunk with Mrs. Lowry, exyectlng to 
return, when he would have use for 
thorn again. 

Tlie magistrate told the prisoner 
that he could not credit the st(jry. It 
was absurd to suppose that he would 
be given It'.ive to keep seven ,slioets 
and other linen in proportion .ivhen the 
landlady and her daughter were with- 
out any, < He Imposed a sentence' of 
six months- wlthv hard labofjiv to run 
consecutively after the bthers, . thus 
making a total of eighteen months.

Profiidant Taft Sends Spsoial Message 
To Congress. With Several 
Suggestions 

Washington, April .', If.-r^T'ho presi- 
dent today sent to congress a. special 
niessago In relation to the Philippine 
tariff. . .• 

This measage 'trnnsmltB roconimen- 
datlons by the Secretary ot W.ar for a 
revision of the Philippine tariff so a.s 
to permit as mueli eustonis revenue as 
possible for the Inlands and at the 
.same time extend to tho islands the 
lirineipie of a protective tariff for ila 
industries. 

Under tlie conditions whicli will ariso 
from tho enactment of the tariff bill 
pending in congress, which provides 
under certain conditions for free trade 
.between tho Philliipliies and the Unit- 
ed States tlie revenues of the Island;! 
will be considerably affected and nu- 
merous iirotests have been rocolv(^d 
hero on Hiis account. 

Tho projiosed amendments to the bill 
are to Interfere as Uttlo as possible 
with these free trade conditions and 
at the .same time permit the collection 
of ample revenue. 

Generally speaking, the bill submit- 
ted by the president mal(;es: a 'slight In- 
crease In tho rates of .duty now pro- 
vided in tho Phlllpplnbi.tftVlf!: but 1^ 
framers says Its' tenaenCy 'iis 'to Insure 
as far as possible the benefit of tho 
Phlllppiije mar.ket for American manu- 



facturers arid products. ,The bill- makes 
some additions to the free ll'st. There 
will bo an Increase in internal 
revenue duties by which it is hoped to 
make up tne loss which the Philippine 
islands will sustain by tiie opcra'lon 
ot the free trade provisions in tho 
ponding Payne tariff bill. 

Tho internal revonuo laws for 
the Philippines are enacted by tho 
Philippine assembly. The message 
upon being read in tho Senate was re- 
ferred to the committee on tlio Philip- 
pines. Tn the House it was referred 
to tho conimlttce on ways and means.

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HE BOARD OF TRADE. 



Yesterday the Council of the Board 
of Trade mot Mr. William "Whyte, 
Captain Tioiip, Mr. Beaseley and Mr. 
Robertson of tlie Canadian Peclflc 
rialhvay company and discussed In- 
liifornially a number of matters in 
which the city of Victoria is greatly 
Interested. They Included the steamer 
service between this city and points 
;on the tower Frasor, tlie steamer sor- 
vicc to Coniox. the erection of coal 
bunkers here, llie ■■xtensioii of the 10. 
iSc N. railway to Alberni nnd railway 
construction to the north end of Van- 
couver Island. ■ The meetings of the 
Council are not open to the iJiihllc for 
the reason that dlscns.sion can be nnieli 
freer in private sessions, and also be- 
cause it frequently happens that mat- 
ters considered are only advanced a 
.single stngo, and If what takes place 
was fully set out in the press the na- 
ture of the worlj done would be often 
misunderstood by the public. We think 
we can say that the work of the Board 
Is much more useful than is generally 
. supposed or than would appear to bu 
the case from the jnibUc discussions 
which take place at tlie general meet- 
ings. Those who h.ave been associated 
With the Board for any length of time 
will corroborate the statement that the 
spirit animating its methods Is very 
much broader than it used to be. There 
Is a freedom of discussion and an ab- 
.sence of anything Uke the control of 
a clique, which Is steadily producing 
bettor rosults tlian have been accom- 
plished in the past. There is less of a 
disposition to make academic declar- 
ations cn larger questlohs and greater 
■attention Is given to details. Ycster- 
iday one of tlio members spoke apolo- 
'getically of the minor matters that 
were brought to Mr. Whyte's attention, 
but that gentleman said that those arc 
■the very things that railway men want 
business men to discuss, for the im- 
portant object to bo attained Is for 
the two parties to transportation ques- 
tions to imderstand eaoli other thor- 
oughly. Railway coinpanies are great 
organizations, but their business is 
made up of what relatively are small 
matters. Tlie purchase of- a ticket by 
one man, the shipment of ;i parcel of 
freiglit by another constitute the things 
which make up the business' of rail- 
way companies, and It Is the manner 
in whicli the passengers and the goods 
are carried to their respective desti- 
nations that makes the railway suc- 
cessful and the community prosper- 
ous. The amount of attention given 
by the Board of Trade to' such matters 
as those would surprise the general 
])ubllc it the facts relating tliereto 
wore published. Meetings of the Coun- 
cil and of conimittces are frequently 
held, and busy men find time to devote 
to things In which they are not con- 
cerned any more than any one else. 
There is a gn^at amount of u.^cl'ul 
public work lieing done by the Board, 
whicli we venture to say is as active 
an orgnnizatlcjn of the kind as can be 
found In Canada. 



' THE GOVERNOR'S MOVE. 

The position occupied by Lieutenant- 
Governor Tweedle, of New Urimswick, 
is uniriue. He appointed ;i fioyul 
Commission to inquire Into the con- 
duct of a railway board of whicli ho 
himself had been a member, and the 
commission has reported that he and 
his fellow members of the board iiuve 
made a icport wliieli niiglit be iniLl--i- 
stood as suggesting that the board 
had not been as careful to distinguish 
between public money and their own 
as the ordinary eon.'itruetlon placed 
upon the Decalogue would .s(UMn to re- 
quire. It Is quite true that the report 
does not allege that the Lieutenant- 
Governor or any one else actually a,T- 
propriatod any public monej' to their 
own use, but the language employed 
liy the CominiB.sioners is calculat(3d to 
leave a very unpleasant Inipre.s.sion u])- 
on the minds of casual readers. What 
■will the Governor {io about It? If 
there has been anything wrong In the 
transactions investigated by the coni- 
inl.'^slon, it is mariiroKtly the duty of 
the Governor's advisers to advise hijn 
to authorize the proceedings necessary 
to set things right, to recover any 
funds that may have been squander- 
ed, if any were, and to punish those 
responsible for such squandering, if It 
actually took place. Putting the worst 
construction i\pon the report, ni.s 
Honor should order proccodingH against 
I'llmsclf. Putting the most favoiablo 
construction upon tho report, His Hon- 
or is surrounded fivlth advisers, wlio 
have advised him to' a course wlilch 
has placed him In an exceedingly un- 
pleasant light' before the public. No 
matter In wliat way tlio case is re- 
garded, there cannot possibly exist be- 
tween tho Governor nnd his advisers 
that personal confidence whloh ought 



to bo maintained between tho repre- 
sentative of tho Crown and the min- 
istry. Either the ministers ■ can no 
longer trust the Governor or lie can no 
longer tr-.iat tliom. In such a case, it 
seems .is if some one ought to re- 
sign.' Iv' the Governor docs not, it Is. 
difncult to see how ho can avoid asking 
liis ministers to do so. If the report 
of the Commission is i)uslied to Its 
logical conclusion tiie relations of tho 
Governor- and his advisers can no 
longer continue. .They must part com- 
pany.

VERY REGRETTABLE 

It i.s a matter of veiy great rogr 
that the scandals of New Brunswick 
|)olltica should be transferred to the 
House of Commons. A tolerably Intl- 
nuue knowlodgo of tiio inside features 
of politics In the eastern province dls- 
Iioses us to suspend judgment as to tho 
degree of personal guilt Involved In 
any dlflclosures that have recently 
boon made. No man, even though he Is 
In public life, ought to bo deemed 
guilty of an offence -until his guilt has 
been established; but giving Mr. 
Pugalcy the bcnetit of every reason- 
able doubt, what has transpired at Ot- 
tawa during the past day or two makes 
it only clearer that the Colonist was 
right In saying tliat he should liavo 
asked to be relieved of oflico until ho 
had demonstrated the falsity of the 
prima facie case made out against him. 
It Is a very poor conception of the 
principles of honesty which would lead 
any one to construe resignation under 
such circumstances as tantamount to 
an admission of guilt. If Mr. Pugsley 
is guiltless of wrong, as every man 
having any pride in his country must 
hope is the case, his plain duty, when 
the report of the Commissioners wos 
made public, was to deliver his seals 
of oflico to the Prinio Minister and 
meet ids accusers face to face. If he 
had done this, and had established his 
innocence, he would not only hqVe con- 
founded his political enemies, but he 
would have gained a place in tho es- 
teem of the people of Canada such as 
few men have ever attained. Ho 
would also have done much to elevate 
the whole tone of Canadian public 
life. Instead of doing this he retains 
his place In tlie cabinet; he sits on the 
government benches; he claims to en- 
joy the eonfldence of the Governor- 
General t.nd the people of Canada; 
and yet the report of the Hoyal Com- 
mission stands against him with all 
its hideous Implications, and he seems 
to feel cohteiit -With. saying. that It Ja 
not borne put by the evidence, that 
judgment must be suspended until the 
evidence had been examined. Mean- 
while public sentiment has been se- 
verely shocked, and tlie faith of the 
people In the Integrity of their public 
men has been greatly weakened; A 
gentleman in Jlr. Pugsley's position 
cannot afford to take a course which 
might be Justiflable in the case of a 
private Individual. The latter may re- 
gard his duty to himself as coming 
lirst; but a public man's first duty is 
to the people, whose servant he Is. 

The country ought to have been 
spared the unseemly wrangling over 
tiie Mayes contract, and all that dis- 
creditable business. We tiave already 
said in regard to this .sijeclal matter 
that the evidence against Mr. Pugsley 
Wiis, to say the li-ast, not conclusive, 
and we have declined to condemn him 
upon it. But^surely it is a most un- 
seemly thing that on the floors of par- 
liament there should be fierce debates 
upon the jiorsonal honesty of ministers 
of tlic C'l-own, and that charges of the 
falsllication of allidavlts should be 
made as though such things were a 
part of" the normal politics of Canada. 
It Is with no little surprise that wo 
contemplate the courne which Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier has chosen to follow. Ho 
has tho repiitaliuii of -.vl^hlng to l<eei> 
liis cabinet clear from oven the sus- 
picion of personal corruption, and ho 
cannot deny tliat, until Mr. Pugsley's 
answer to llie rei)ort of the Commis- 
sion has been made public and lias 
been shown to be such as to preclude 
a'ny suspicion of wrongdoing on ids 
part, the Minister of Public Woi-ks 
cannot be regarded as free from 
lilann-. if .Sir Wilfrid knows that bis 
colleague is ininjcent, it sieni.s to us 
that he has unnecessariiy delayed tak- 
ing the people of Canada Into his con- 
lidc^nce on the subject. If he knows 
anything more than the public knows, 
lie .'^hould tell tlie public whiU it Is; if 
he does not know any more, it is dlf- 
floult to understand how he can justify 
to himself the retention of Mr. Pugs- 
ley as a menilior of tho Cabinet. If 
It shall appeal- in the end that the re- 
port (loos not do Mr. Pugsley an in- 
justice and that he is really open to 
the animadversions made upon his 
course, It v.-lll bo impossible for tho 
Prime ^Minister to offer any reasonable 
excuse for permitting liiiii to sit In the 
councils of the country after the pub- 
lication of tlio report, if on tlie other 
liaiid Mr; Pug.sloy shall ostnlillsh that 
the rejjort is a grave Injustice to him, 
no harm will have been done by his 
temporary withdrawal from the min- 
istry. We repeat that "before' he ad- 
ministers his ofilce another day, tho 
Minister of Public Works should 
demonstrate to the sjitlsfactlon of all 
reasonable men that he te entitled to 
their confidence.

He examines 
Into the case at very great length, ami 
says tliat he himself would have reach- 
ed the same conclusion from the facts 
as presented. 

Mr. Justice Longley thinks the Ore- 
gon Treat>' was wholly reasonable. It 
is worthy of mention that many peojile 
In the United Slates were quite as con- 
fident that the Interests of that coun- 
try were sacrificed by that treaty as 
any resident of British Columbia was" 
that our intei-ests were sacrlliced. 
Whether or not a better bargain, more 
favorable tp Canado, or rather to Brit- 
ish North America .as It then was call- 
ed, might not ha%'e been secured by 
greater pressure *we shall not under- 
take to discuss, but wo are very sure 
that a very mucli worse one might 
have been made. We siiall not go into 
the Ashburton treaty,, whereby ilio 
boundaries of New Brunswick, Quebec 
and tho State of Maine were settled. 
We think that on the wliole Mr. Jus- 
tice Longley has made out an excellent 
case, and while, errors of ju-dg- 
ment may have been made and per- 
haps decisions were reached in some 
cases without full appreciation of their 
effect, we think ho demonstrates clear- 
ly that Brltlsli diplomacy has never 
sacrificed Canadian Interests, but has 
always endeavored to protect theni.

At. a meeting .of the 
board of directors held yesterday af- 
ternoon this information was impart- 
ed by a report from the finance com- 
mittee. It resulted in some discus- 
sion, the outcome of which was the in- 
struction of those in charger of this 
important branch of the Institution to 
make strenuous efforts to make both 
ends meet before tho end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

President l'\ B. Pomberton occupied 
tho chair and there were in attondanco 
Directors J. "VV. Bolden, H. D. Hel- 
mckon, H. E. Newton, K. S. Day and 
James Forman. 

Tho resident doctor- reported that 
the day.s' stay during March was 2,0SG. 
Thero had btcn 163 patients treated, 
79 of whom had received attention 
free of charge. 

This was adopted. 

A recommendation that the annual 
spring cleaning at tho hospital bo un- 
dertaken without delay was received 
from the hou.so cominittce. 

The Idea met with favor. It was 
agreed that the work should be start- 
ed without delay,, and Instructions 
were given the secretary to call for 
tenders. 

That salaries for March, amounting 
to $1,291.52, had been paid was an- 
nounced by the finance committee. 
They also recommended that accounts 
for tho same fjerlod, totalling ?3,090.09, 
should bo wiped off tho sheet. 

This was approved and formally 
adopted. 

The Financial Position 

Then the financial position of the 
hospital was discussed at length. A 
statement was made by one of tho di- 
rectors that for months past dllllculty 
had been experienced in meeting cur- 
rent expenses because of tho excessive 
number of patients applying for and 
receiving freo treatment. "Tho situa- 
tion was regrettable, especially as the 
fiscal year ended on tho 31st of May. 

The matter was placed In the hands 
of the executive committee with In- 
structions to investigate without delay 
and to attempt to devise some scheme 
whereby tho direetors will be able to 
close the year without. a deficit. A re- 
port will be submitted at the next 
mooting of tho board. 

Thero was a short debate on -the 
possibility of beginning the construc- 
tion of a maternity ward. However, 
the special committee having this in 
hand-'.was'.not-ln aTpositioti -to report 
and it' was determined to grant .-them 
further time. • . ■ 

Boforo adjournment a motion ex- 
pressing the board's regret at learn- 
ing of tho Illness of .Duncan £}. Camp- 
bell, one. of.- their colleagues, and his 
consequent'xonflHement. to the hospit- 
al., and wishing for his speedy and 
complete, recovery -was unEinimously 
carried. •; .-'v-"! '. . ■* • 

The secretary was instructed to 
write Director Campbell to that effect.

Tho ground lloor 
will bo occupied by three stores and tho 
two upper floors by olhces. Luney 
Brothers have secured the contract for 
tho erection of tho building. 

A permit was Issued yesterday morn- 
ing to Robert Matthcson who will erect 
a dwelling on Vancouver street to 
cost $1,900. 

Already to date this month permits 
for buildings of an aggregate value of 
JOG, 000, Including tho permit to bo 
iasuod to the B, C. Land and Invest- 
ment company for the above block, 
have boon Issued. Last year the total 
for the entire month was 5129,025. As 
thoro aro several permits for largo 
buildings yet to bo taken out this 
month Including that for tho Central 
Park school, to cost about $64,000, tho

It now seems possible that there may 
be no appeal for the attorney general 
to argue when ho appears before the 
Privy Council In June at tho end of 
the holiday he and Mrs. Bowser are 
taking in southern Europe. Before ho 
left a number of questions wore 
drawn up to bo submitted to the Full 
Court, ans-wcrs to -ivhlch would de- 
termine the rights of the province and 
Dominion respectively In the matter 
of the regulation of flshories. Tho 
Privy Council was then to bo asked to 
ip<;ii.9s •upon tho decision of the Pull 
Court. 

It Is understood, however, that tho 
Full Court does not intend to enter- 
tain the matter, holding that tho tri- 
bunal should not be Invoked save in 
respect of a concrete case, and that it 
does not sit for tlio decision of ab- 
Ktr.act points of law, even If promul- 
gated by tho Crown. It will be re- 
membered that at the last sitting 01' 
the Full Court E, V. BodwcU, K. C, 
.irgucd .several "questlon.s arising out 
of the rlglit.s of tho Dominion and the 
))rovliice In regard to Indian lands. The 
court reserved Its decision, and It is 
now understood that no judgment will 
be rendered In this matter either, and 
on the some grounds. . . 

/ A Proseeution Entered 

Last year the province prosecuted a 
fisherman^ who contravened the pro- 
vincial fishery rdgiilatlons, and tho 
case was carried to the Full Court, 
which held that the regulations of tho 
province -wore ultra vires. Leave was 
oaked to appeal to the Privy Council 
but this was refused by the Full Court. 
At first lt<was tho Intention to apjily 
to the Privy Council direct for leave 
to appeal, which can be given quite re- 
gardless of any dictum of a Canadian 
court, but later on it was thought bet- 
ter to raise the whole question by get- 
ting the Full Court to pass upon a 
number of questions covering the 
whole matter, and thus get the contro- 
versy out of tho way for' good,' one 
way or the other. 

It this jilan falls, as It will if tho 
Pull Court refuses to entertain tho 
questions at all, it geeins likely that 
tho first metliud will liavo to bo r(.>- 
vertcd to. This, however, has not yet 
been considered, it is understood, by 
tho government, nnr can it well be un- 
til tho Full Court has formally an- 
nounced Its decision.

In Woman's Realm 





HERE AND THERE 



Tlio e.vporionco of three houseUcep- 
orK recently heard was somewhat as 

follows: 

A hul.\- In a very pretty hoii.sc toolc 
suddenly anil dangerously 111. She had 
been accu.stoniecl to do lior own worlc 
and with the uccayionul uasistance ol' 
a .school girl niece, care for.; her one 
l)al).\-, a boy about a year old. , AVhen 
the mother waa iiild up, the husband 
hastened to engage a aervant. To say 

I that the one obtained was utterly In- 

j coniijctont gives but' u fnint Idea of 
the trials of the young couple. ; 

1 Wlien asicod to' attend to tlic fire 
to prevent the mother and child from 

j takhiK cold, the niakl wondered how 
she could he expected to do two things 
at once. In the answer there was no 
suspicion 111' Impudence. The husband, 
wlio fortunately Icneiv something 
aliout cooking, prepared breakfast 
while the young lady looked on admir- 
ingly, wondering at li!a cleverness. 
Oidy the fear of leaving ids wife alone 
In the house Induced him to Itoep this 
miscalled help till' the mistress was 
well enough to assume the direction, of 
the household. She .soon found out 
that It was usiiless to try to teach one 
wlio, while ignorant, had so little sense 
of her own unlUness. This mistress 
had been accustomed In another 
spliere ot training j'oung girls and whs 
not one to be easily discouraged. 

-Another ca.sc was that or a niald 
engaged liy a very old lady who lives 
alom^. licr home is a very beautiful 
one. -but she lives sliniily and docs not 
entertain niu!iy visitors. Active and 
liulependent, she needs little or no per- 
sonal notice. Site does need compaii- 
ioaship. Yet on th'ost evenings of the 
week and every Sunday, the servant 
leaves her mistress alone while she 
seeks the .society of het frleiids, return- 
ing after her mistress has retired for 
the night. 

The third story told, was of a 
young mother with a threo-year-old 
boy and a baby a few weeks old. The 
husbanil is a business num who Is 
olMiged to be in town early and whose 
work often keeps him awake late. Yet 
in this l)us.\' little household the maid 
retiuire.s to be awakened every morn- 
ing and even on rising is very slow 
in preparing breakfast and perform- 
ing the morning's work. 

It la true, the point of view- taken 
Is that of the employer, but making 
every allowance, It must be granted 
that if those are fair examples of the 
condition of tilings in many homes 
there is great need for reform. All of 
these mistresses were obliged to (;n- 
gage the helj) of persons of their own 
sex. in iiom- of them was the work 
too dilticult for any woman with ordi- 
nary strength and moderate house- 
wifely skill to perform. In each case 
the state of health of tlie employer 
was such as to call forth the sym- 
pathy of a woman with oven a little 
ot the ihllk ot human kindness In her 
bosom. Yet not only was none dis- 
played, but the services for which the 
wages were paid were not rendered. 
Among no other class of workers 
would incompetence such as was dls- 
l)laycd by these three women be tol- 
erated. 

It Is quite true, that there are 
few other emploj-ments In -which wo- 
men can engage that demand as high 
finalities of lu'ad and of heart as those 
of the domestic worker. The sales- 
woman, the dressmaker, tile worker In 
the factory has a speclilc task to jier- 
form ajjd' she la seldom asked to leave 
it for .another. The general, servant 



gown as It Is to hope that a woman 
brought up as hundreds of thousands 
ot educated Jiiigllsh women are to keep 
the smallQst house in the country in 
order and to prepare tlie meals for the 
family without making many grievous 
mistakes. That she will learn in the 
great majority of cases to bo a capable 
houselceejjcr is certain but she needs 
help and sympathy. Even when all 
tliat the best of training schools can 
impart is accpilred there is stUl mucli 
to.ilearn which nothing but experience 
can teach, 

* 4 4 

In Knglnnd, in the colonies and In 
the United States attention Is being 
directed as It never was before to ttio 
duty of the state with regard to chil- 
dren. Schemes of education are being 
illscussed and tlie best way of caring 
for homeless children is being anx- 
iously souglit. In nil great cities play 
grounds are set apart and bene,volent 
workers devote their time to the up- 
lifting of the children who have spent 
their lives amid evil surroundings. 
Groat conferences of .earnest men and 
women meet together 'to consider 
schemes for the Improvement of the 
conditions of children who, half a Cen- 
tury ago, we're' regardedtalmost as out- 
casts. The old charitable plans aire no 
longer looked uiion as sufHclcnt or 
suitable. At a oonferewSo held recent- 
ly In Washington, conclusions of whicli 
.the following is a brief summary, wore 
arrived at: ' 

"Children of a worthy widow should, 
as a rule, bo kept wttit their jiarent. 
Homeless and neglecliHl children, If 
normal, should be cared for In families 
when practicable. Chlld-caring insti- 
tutions should be on the cottage plan, 
with not more tlian 13 or 20 children in 
one cnttag". .States should inspect all 
agencies caring for dependent children. 
Educational work in institutions car- 
ing for dependent children should lie 
supervised hy State educational i\u- 
thorltles. Agencies caring for chil- 
dren should co-operate to ascertain and 
control causes of dependency. There 
should be more tliorougli provision for 
surgiral, medical and dental care of 
needy children." 

Xotliing l)ut good can come of this 
work of caring for tin; children and it 
is one of tin; most hoi)eful .'^Igns .Of ,an 
iige In which there Is much that l3 
ilejiresslng and uncertain.

Shrimp Timbalos, 

Shrimp tiinbales so fresh and juicy 
In taste that even the shrimps in them 
could bo persuaded tliey were caugiit 
that morning, were made this way: 
Cut one can shrimps In small pieces 
and add to a sauce made of two ta- 
blespoons butter, tlireo tablespoons 
hour, one-half cup each of milk, and 
cream, one-half teaspoonful salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper and a alight 
grating of nutmeg. Add six anchovies 
cut In very small pieces and cook for 
ten minutes. Line buttered tlmbale 
moulds with a duchess potato mixture 
to which lias been added finely chop- 
ped parsley. Fill with shrimp mixture, 
cover with potato and bake twenty 
minutes. .Serve on jiieces of buttered 
toast with the following sauce: Melt 
two tablespoons butter, add two table- 
spoons flour and one-half cup milk, 
.■season with salt and pepper, bring to 
the boiling jiolnt and stir In tlie yolks 
of two eggs, and one-half pint cup but- 
ter, a little at a time. Add one table- 
spoonful lemon Juice and salt and 
cayenne to taste.

play rapidly. Of' oou'rse, there are 
on tha'other hand, ha3"tnarfy 'and very [ ^ which we must reach a very 

, .. . _ • i]ijrii speed, but there are many more 

in which sjieed Is of no conseriucnce. 

Suijpose you tfike a little piece like 
"The Happy Farmer" (Eroelillche 
Lanursman) from "The Children's Al- 
bum" of Robert Schumann. This Is .a 
merry little tone jdcture that all child- 
ren like. Mow many times have I 
heard It ruined bv some of ni.v little 
frii-nd-s r;;.-;hi:ig tlireug!; it as if the 
hapi)y fanner was riding on an auto- 
mobile, instead of returning joyously 
from his work on foot'.' Hy rushing 
through this iirctty composition they 
lose the fine elianci-s to bring out tin; 
bass so that it sounds like the farmer's 
song. 

Try to m.ike everything you play as 
beautiful as possible. Always listen 
Willie you are playing;. If you get tired 
of listening and trying ,tb' make each 
repetition better, take another piece. 
Unless you listen .and try hard you" are 
re.iily not jiractl^lng.' Get y.our teacher 
to pay particular attention to the way 
of making your tone more beautiful. 

Beautiful tone'^ls' a very valuable 
possession for the pianist. It is won- 
derful how one person can sit down at 
the keyboard and strike a few notes 
in such a way that they seem to jar 
your whole nervous system. Another 
jierson can sit down at the same key- 
board and strike tlie same notes in

^ ing household tasks. The Uttle chll- 
i dreii who must sometimes be conimit- 
ti il to her care need the tenderness 
and lirmness of a strong nature.

Africa Wants Women. 

The following letter from tho Prln- 
ces.s Christian has been published in 
the Over Seas Mall, of, London, Eng- 
land: ■ ■ 

Sir,— I am anxious to make known 
as widely^ as possible that the demand 
for^ British women in .South Africa Is 
becoinlng greater day by day. 

Tho most urgent appeals are being 
roceK'ed by every mail from the so- 
ciety's corresponding committees in 
South Africa for Increased numbers of 
capable women — especially trained 
teachers, hospital nurses and domestic 
servants— to bo sent out as quickly as 
pos.siblo. 

Tiio llnanclal responsibilities under- 
taken by tho society are now heavier 
tlian they have ever been. Homes aro 
maintained for ladies and other colon- 
ists in Johtmnesburg, Capetown, 
Bloemfontoln and Salisbury, while ade- 
quate accommodation is ensured in all 
the other large towns. 

The majority of the coloni.sts aro 
sent out under tlie society's scheme of 
assisted and advanced passages, wljich 
entails an annual expenditure, at the 
lowest conlputatlon, of £1,500.

AT CHINESE FUNERAL 



Wong Ming Shirk, Prominent 
Member of Chinese' Colony 
Interred ■ 



with all the cerenioriy arid unique 
riles usually attendant on the funeral 
obsequies of prominent members of 
the local Chinese population, Wons 
Ming ShlrK, one of the oldest Chinese 
residents" 6t this city, was burled yes- 
terday afternoon, being followed to the 
grave bv a large number of his fellow - 
members of the Chee Kung Tong or 
ChineSL> Masonic society. At 1:30 
o'clock the body was taken from the 
undertaking establishment of the B. C. 
Funeral J'-urnishing company, Govern- 
ment street, to the Chinese Masonic 
hall, Flsguard street, before which the 
funeral altar had been erected and 
ilanked by tables ladened down with 
"funeral baked meats," sweetmeats, 
wafers and the multitude of other ob- 
jects which play such a prominent 
part In the Cole.'itial funeral ceremony, 
and which arc intended to nourish the 
.spirit of the deceased on its long jour- 
ney to the abode of the gods. 

A large crowd of the curious as- 
sembled to witness the ceremony. 
Headed by the Victoria Concert band, 
the procession proceeded along Gov- 
ernment street and thence to the Chi- 
nese cemetery. The hearse was fol- 
lowed by a largo number of gaudlly- 
(lrcs.«cd members of the order to which 
the decca.'^ed had belonged and a num- 
ber of Chinese brought up the rear in 
hacks. The appropriate airs played by 
the l>and were punctuated by the 
sound of the Chinese cymbal and 
drum. The body will remain at the 
conu'tery but a .short time as the in- 
tention is to ship It bncl< to China. 



RUSSIAN OPINIOM 



Writer Sees Situation As Meaning 
Struggle Between Groat Britain 
and Russia 



St. Petersburg, April 1-t. — The cur- 
rent number of the review "Rusaian 
Thought" contains an article by RI. 
Struvo on the present international 
situation, which AI. Struve regards as 
analogous In many respects ' to the^ sit- 
uation at, the beghining ot the. last 
century, 'The central leature in "that 
situation, he says, was the - struggle 
between the two empires, the two Im- 
perialisms of England and France. 
Russia was merely an object and an 
instrument In this struggle. After the 
power of I'rench Imperialism was 
broken Kngland regarded Russia as 
her most dangerous rival. There was 
no real basis, declares iNI. Struve, for 
the antagonlem between Russia and 
Kngland; it was a curious psychologl 
cal repulsion, for which there were a 
V'nriety of causfs, "Many Englishmen 
now see that the Britiah policy of 
weakening Russia, which was inspired 
liy hostility to Russia and was one of 
the dtetlngulshlng features of the 
nineteenth century was a mistaken 
jiolicy, that the expansion of Russia 
wa.-? never at variance 'With the vital 
interests of 33nglarid, and that there is 
reason now to regret Russia's weak- 
ness." The central feature ot tlie 
present International situation Is tlio 
antagonism between England and 
Germany, which does not, thinks M. 
.Struve, resolve itself into an cver-lni- 
ponding danger of an armed conflict 
between the two Powers, but is In- 
volved in the fact that "once more, as 
In the days of Napoleon, there arises 
at England's side a Great Power wor- 
thy to measure itself with England, a 
'Power that ha.q a pressing need for 
economical; and. political expansion." 

The pr.os'ent situation Is summed up 
by the ;.\vrltdr In- "Russian Thought " 
under.';threQ; nialn.^ headings; (1) An 
antagorilsQfi 'exhst^Cbetween a powerful 
England and a powerful Germany; (2) 
the Near East has been set In motion, 
in connection with the Turkish revo- 
lution, and may at any moment be- 
come the source of serious complica- 
tions; (3) there Is what M. Struve 
thinks is the most Important fact, 
namely, that beside a powerful Eng- 
land and a powerful Germany stands 
a weak Russia, weak, yet. with the 
standing, the traditions, and the past 
of a Great Power. "And thla situation 
i.s the more dangerous, tragically dan- 
gerous, in view ot the fact that Ger- 
many, standing at the beginning of the 
t\ventle.th,,jeejntury between England 
and vRusstai , is .'really stronger than 
was , Franco .'. when', placed-- .between 
these.^two , PoWerp at the beginning of 
the \ nineteenth - century, • Russia, on 
the other handi ls.ln the present- com- 
bination considerably weaker. And 
unfortunately Russia cannot maintain 
an Independent po.sltion. 'Being a 
Great Power .she is compollod to .In- 
crease, or at any rate maintain at their 
present level, her military resources. 
To do thi.s alone, not to spealc of her 
internal needs, .she niufit borrow money 
abroad. Thus her linanclal and eco- 
nomic ijosltlon mtike.s it necoss-ary for 
Russia to lean <m one of the political 
systems represented by certain Great 
Powers that have an abundance ot 
caiiltal. 

iM. Struve comiiares the system ot 
borrowing money froni wealthy state 
U) Iho system oi: .sabsldies by means o 
which England in the eighteenth cen 
tury disposed of , the forces of her 
Continental allies. ' tlftd'er . ex'lstlfa^ 
conditions Russia must' choose be 
iween tho Anglo-FrericM combthatlon 
and Germany, but the "question Of her 
political dependences 'Is decided by 
her linanclal dependence on ii^rance 
"In any ca.se. It Ru.^.sia were to display 
a desire to fallow In Gernianv't: wake 
slie would only bring the Anglo-Gur- 
nian conflict to a (sanguinary issue 
tor England would be impelled to 
strike a blow at the eiirlicst i)OHSlblo 
date at a combination so menacing to 
her vital interest.s." 

On tlie other hand, Ru.sala's linanclal 
and political dependence on England 
and l'''ranc(; by no means .secures her 
ngalnwt an attack by Germany.

BARBARA^ HECK 

Tlio Hamlltnn .Spectator lias tlie fol- 
lowing Interesting account uf the wo'muii 
who is kniiwu as tlie Mother of Metliod- 
Isiii In America: 

On tho Canadian bank of thi> .St. Law- 
rence river, close to tho town oC Au- 
gusta, there will bo unveiled next Au- 
gust a magnificent nioinnnent to the 
nionior.v of Barbiim. Ueck, Icnown (o 
Jlethodlsts througlioiu the world as tlie 
".Mother of Methodism In ..Vnicrlca." The 
cost of this meuiorlal will be defrayed 
''■jy popular Kubscrlptloa among Mc^tho- 
dlsts in tlio tjnlti'd State.s and Caiiad;i, 
for to the zeal and religious loyalty of 
tills woman is attributed not only tlu' 
i>stal)llshment of the Methodist church 
in the United Stales but, indirectly, tho 
founding of the Urst Jlotliodlst organ- 
ization In Canada as well. 

I3oth countries in o nicasuro have 
paid tribute to the memory of Hnrbara 
llecl!, but not, it is agreed, Ic the ex- 
tent that her devotion deserved. In 
lOvanston a luilldlng oonnected with tlio 
(iarrett Biblical Institute is named Ileclc 
Hall In her honor, and at Victoria uni- 
versity in Toronto, Jleck Hall for Wo- 
men commemorates her name 

Tliere is also in Wesley cluipel. on 
John Ktr<'Ot, New York, which stands 
on the site of the, first .Mctliodist chapel 
built in the United States, a memorial 
tabllet of nmrble reciting the virtues 
of Barbara Heck. 

"She put her brave soul a^'aliist the 
possibilities of the future and throbbed 
Into existcnco American Methodism," 
wrote Bishop Fowler. 

Barbara Heck, whose maiden name 
was Ruckle, was born at Ballygarrone, 
county of Limerick, Ireland, in 1741. 
H<;r ancestors were Germans, thouaand.s 
of wliom, having embraced the princi- 
ples of Luther and the Reformation, had 
been forced to fleo from the Palatinate 
of the Rhine in the early part of the 
century to escape persecution. E.ng- 
hmd, desiring to encourage the Protest- 
ant interest, located thousands of thene 
fugitives .Ljout 1709 on the estates of 
Lord Southwell In the neighborhood of 
rBallingraii. They -wel-e supplied with 
land exempt from rentals for twenty 
years. At the outset they wore a sober, 
God-feariiig and moral people but. leav- 
ing no iiiliilKtor of their own and no 
German worship, the community grad- 
ually degenerated Into a drunken and ir- 
religious condition. " V •„ a' '; ^ .. ■ 

In tliis general state of evil there was 
ono faithful soul, PhlUp Guicr. Ho was 
master of the Gerni;ni school, and among 
his pupils was Philip Kinbury, later des- 
tined to play an Important role in Amer- 
ican Methodism. 6 Gttlor . did. what ho 
could In the latefasWpf keeping Up re- 
ligion and aided ino^eiforts' of ^Itinerant 
Wesleyan mlsstonarito". who" visited'' the 
Palatines, as the fugitives were knowni. 



In 1752 he was made leader of the In- 
fant ;-.soolety=.* of,-'. -Methodists li Which had 
boon?;br<faHlai|a,Tirand.'.f6*it^vyears 1^ 
when Wesloy himrfelf came ^o Ballygar- 

rcno to preach, lie wrote to tho Pala- 
tines: "They retain much of the tem- 
per niid luaniiers of their own counfry, 
having no resemblance to thoso among 
whom they live. I found much llfo 
among this plain, artless, serious peo- 
ple." ' , ' 

But tlie easy conditions under which 
the fugitives had 'joen established on 
Irisli soil by. this time had disappeared. 
Rents had been raised and prosperity 
wa.s on tile decline Many of the Pala- 
tines were on tlie verge of starvation. 

Sucli was the state of affairs in 17nO, 
tho year in whicli Barbara Hiickle be- 
came tho wifa of Paul Heck, also a de- 
scendant of a family of fugitive Ger- 
mans. Her cousin was Philip Embury; 
previously mentioned, who had been' con- 
verted ori Christmas day, 1752, by, his 
former teacher. In 1758 Embury be-, 
came a local preacher. : •, was a car- 
penter : by, trfide; and'-.worked through 
the' week, preaching on' Siindays. " 

Hard times had determined some of 
the Palatines to emigrate to the great 
continent of America, and the llrst small 
company that sailed a few months .after 
the niarrlage.'.of Barbara to Paul K<!ck 
om'araced'-tKfS" youthful couple. Philip 
Embury and his family and tho famil- 
ies of two otlifcr relatives. They settled 
in Now York, anil among new p(;ople 
and strange surroundliigs little heed was 
given to religious tliouglit. During tho 
next three or four years other families 
from their old iiomes in Ireland joined 
the emigrants. 

Barbara Heck longed for tho religious 
ijssocl.'itlous to which she was devoted, 
and douhtless worshipped III silence 
among iliosi; who .siM'iiied to have re- 
lapsed: liut it was not until. 1705 . that 
the young matron took the' Step '^hloh 
forever will make her name famous In 
the annals of Method Ism. 

Just how tlu! liichknl cainc> about Is 
variously recorded, Init a plausible and 
the most dramatic account relates that 
JIr.s. Hock entered a room where her 
cousin Embury waa-T}resent and when' 
several of the orhlgrants were playing 
cards, 

Barbara Heck seized tlie cards and 
Iiurled them into tin; lire, expostulated 
with tlie players In pathetic language, 
turned on Philip Embury with re- 
riroaches and c'narges of faithlessness 
to Ills church, and demanded that he 
preach to the emigrants on Sund.-iys as 
he liad done in Ballygarrone, or God 
would recpiire their blood at his hands. 

Eiiihury, his conscience awakened to 
Ills responsibility by her impassioned 
words, consented and. opoiii'd services 
in ills own house. At the first meeting 
Mrs. Heck lironght her husband, their 
hlied man. .lolin Lawrence, and a negro 
servant, "Betty." and this small gatli- 
<rlng of five pejsons constituted tlie 
first congrugation In America of the 
Methodist'- ohUi«h, ■WlilClV'-noW numbers 
six and a half millions of ' communi- 
cants. 

In a Ijoiidon newspaper, Lloyd's Even- 
ing Post, of Keptem'Dor 11. 17G7, ap- 
peared the following: "They write from 
New York that a large chapel has lately 
beeii built there -for -ai congregation of 
Methodists, who already eicceed 2,000 
persons." 

Recorils show that both as to the 
number of Methodists reported and the 
large chapel that had lieen "built" Hie 
announcement w;is erroneous. The 
ehaprd referred to was a sail loft which 
liad been secured for meeting purposes 
in what Is now AViliiam. street. New 
York, iihd tho lirst chapel erected on the 
site of tlie present .lohn street church 
was not put up until tlie following 
year. ITGS. This was built under Em- 
bury's charge, and, being a carpenter, 
lie worked upon It with his own hands. 
In 1769 he removed to Camden, N. Y.. 
whero he worked , on week- days and 
preached- ' on. Sundayif.v organl'/.lng tbp 
first Methbdlst'^socle^y.i' In ,tho teg-ltory 
now Included in:..;,thci,.,)Troyyy conference. 
The ^Wesley chapel Jnf Now yoirk had 



'aeen '.erected' greatly through tho uld 
of,paptalniJ0»oma8;iWeb.b;0f,thei Byitlshj 
arnlMraH4?m^8Uficoedod.€Bmbvry,-r?who/ 
W'hori ihb left .Now - Yoj-k,' :-' authorized 
Webb to preach. Embury Is burled In 
Woodland cemetc>ry in Cambridge, N. Y'., 
and tliore, in lS7:i, a monument was 
raised over his grave. 

Claims have been -jnade. 'that -Barbara 
Heck died in Now York-atid;;'was'.''3urlod 
In Trinity church, but ' Investigation 
seems to have proven conclusively that 
the Hecks in 1771 also removea to Cam- 
den, N. Y., and at tlie outbreak of the 
Revolutionary war. being LoyallKts, 
moved to palelUi.ln northern New York, 
to bo ainbrigitho'-Loyallsts. Paul Heck, 
it is recorded, Joined the British army 
nuder Burgoyno, and. wlille visiting his 
homo on leave of absence after the sur- 
render of Saratoga, was arrested liy 
patriot soldiers. He escaped in tlie 
night, and.. madOi. his way to Canada, 
where he: was. joined later, by lils wife. 
They settled In- Augusta, and with otliers 
from New York formed what is claimed 
to have been the first Methodist society 
in Canada. Paul Heck died near the 
close of the century, and Barbara Heck 
breathed her last at Augusta in ISOI. 

In the old Blue church graveyard on 
tho banks of the mighty St. Lawrence 
now sleeps forever .Barbara IIcclc, 
"mother of Methodism In- 4morlca,'% and 
there will bo raised"; the ■'mohUraent to

Mr. Kelr Ihii'ilie's lainentatunis might 
be addressed to (hi! t>arly in i-^ngland 
of which he is tli.. spi'cial ornament. 
Tlie recent iiarllamentary i h etiiins have 
spread dismay in the Socialist camp.

AUTOMA TIC RIF LES^N'OWs 

Europe May Spend Many Hundredsfof ';; 
Millions In Re-Arming 
Military 

London, April 15. — Mr. Haldane, Sec- 
retary of State for War, recently tjiil-l 
in the House ot Commons that all tho 
chief military nations were agreed thiit 
the time liad come for re-arming wltli a , 
rifle embodying an automatic system. 
The now Sjogren system, a, demonstra- 
tion of which was - given at Hendon a 
few dnys since, offers such advantages 
over tile ordinary weapon that its com- 
pulsory adoption would seem to bo only 
a matter of time. 

The particular merit of the Sjogren 
system Is that the soldier Is enabled. 
after firing a shot, to keep his Tlfle. at' 
tiie same level and to correct his aim 
immedlatelv without glancing away from 
tlie object at which he is aiming. Such 
weapons in tiie iiands of liidden de- 
fenders of a position would enable so 
deadly a fire to be maintained at an 
attacking enemy that successful ad- 
vance would bo simply impossible 

At tlie demonstration at Hendon it 
was proved that over eleven hundred 
shots iier hour could bo fired, without 
any of tho disadvantages of tho ordin- 
ary automaUc rifle. Tho new weapon 
has. mot" with, the enthusiastic appro- 
val of military experts in Franco, Ger- 
many, and in Austria, and apparently 
the re-armainoiit of Europe is a stop 
nearer. 

After all. it only means a trifle of 
80,000,000 trifles and an o.-cpcnditure of 
$500,000,000,' and If the compotltlvo sys- 
tem of armaments is to be maintained, 
tlie powers will have to face much 
larger figures by the time aeroplanes 
are-perfected. A really efficient auto- 
matic rifle would be almost as formlU- 
able.as.a.-mlUtary-.aeroplane. and is ap-., 
parently much; hearer reall-zatlon.- ,

Later she was 
sold to the lOa.st Sliore 'Pransporlation 
Comi)any of Seiittle, which operated 
her from this jiort last summer. Last 
February slie was bought by . C. L. 
Barnett ot this city and used as a pri- 
vate craft. 

She Is 60 feet long and 12 feet beam 
and is equipped with a 40-horseROwer 
dynamo which furnishes her oleotrlc 
llghts.v.She win carry about 125 pass- 
engers and has berths for thirteen per- 
sons. She Is finished in oak and la 
furnished In blue velvet. 

Mr. Butchart, the piircluisor, lias a 
summer liome about thirteen miles out 
from Victoria and will use the launch 
as a pleasure craft. 

Mr. Barnett is now (iguring on pur- 
chasing a new., power boat from New 
York. The craft lie has in iiiind is 
larger and much more handsomely 
c(iulpped than the Hollo. On account 
of her length Mr. Barnett believes it 
will bo necessary to ship her to Taco- 
ma by way of Lilvorpool and the Blue 
Funnel line.

News was brought from Quatsino 
by the Tees that a site for the pulp 
mills had not been chosen, atid the en- 
gineers were still busy looking for a 
location. As one of them said to an 
arrival by the Tees It seemed as 
though as soon as a site was looked at 
spotters watched to take It up. ' The 
proposed site was held at too high a 
price. 

The Tees brought 300 barrels of 
whale oil, and tlie steamer Otteii 
which also arrived yesterday, brought 
an equal amount and 200 bags of fer- 
tilizer. The whalers of the Paclllc 
Whaling Company had been impeded 
by lioavy weather since going to the 
west coast Stations, out had taken 22 
whales, the Orion having thirteen to 
her credit and the St.. Lawrence had 
3 whales. Both vessels 'reported sight- 
ing large schools of whales off the 
west coast. 

Last Tursday the steam whiUer 
Orion had an experience with a whale. 
A harpoon had been lired into the 
mammal from the gun at the steamer's 
bow, and it started before wi;h the 
wlialor in tow lieliind it Instead of 
promptly expiring as is usual when the 
hariiouner had hit his mark. While 
the whale was towing the vessel the 
line parted, and It got away — and got 
away with a harpoon. On Sunday the 
whale was found dead with the "liar-- 
poon fast in the carcase, i 

The Tees did not call at; Hestjuolt, 
In which port the' "Japanese schooner 
Matsu Maru had dropped anclior In 
distress, and at Clayoquot nev/s was 
received that the two Japanese who 
had escaped from the vessel had been 
captured, and were to be again placed 
on hoard. The enquiries made con-, 
cerning the escaped .I;ii)aiies(! caufied 
tlie spreading of a story among the 
Indians that two schooners had arriv- 
ed. The Matsu M.'iru was making re- 
pairs to her damaged spars in readi- 
ness to resume her sealing voyage. 

The schooner Jessie, Capt. Jlunro. 
was at Ucluelet, from whore she ship- 
ped 82 sealskins to V16torla Uy the 
steamer Tees, and the schooner 
Thomas F. Bayard, Capt. BlaokStaU, 
was at Kyuquot, signing part, of her 
Indian crew. The Jessie reported hav- 
ing had liad weather on her southern 
eruis-o. Capt. Miinro stated that dur- 
ing the first nioiith out the boats wore 
not lowered once, and during the re- 
mainder of the season there wero but 
ten lov.-erlngs, some of them for a 
scant time. 

At Kyuquot the Indians were ar- 
ranging for a pollatcli to be begun the 
day after the sailing of the steamer.

According to autlioritntlvc informa 
tion, the International Steamship com 
pany has plans for operating , two 
steamers on the Victoria run during 
the summer,; giving -service twloo a 
day in both directions, says the Seattle 
Post-Intelligoncor. .. . 

During- the winter the -company baa 
operated the Whatcom to Victoria at 
the cut rate of 25 centc each way. Tlie 
Whatcom is soon to be iilaced on the 
Port Angeles run, and about May 1 
the Chippewa will resume service to 
Victoria for the summer. As far as 
can be learned cut rates will contliuio 
throughout the season, tliere being no 
prospect of a settlenient at present. 

Should the Seattle company put its 
plans Into operation the Chippewa will 
run direct to Victoria and return e.'ich 
day as she did last summer. The 
wiiatconi will leave Seattle in the ev- 
ening, arriving at Port Angeles at 7 
a. m. Proceeding to Victoria she 
would arrive there at 8.30 a.m. 
Returning it Is Intended to have 
her call again at Port Angeles. The 
Whatcom can make this run without 
dlfllculty every day. and Avlth the dou- 
ble service the company-belloves that it 
can make trouble for the Canadian 
Pacinc, with, Wliloh war has been 
waged for a- jrear./ - 

The Seattle company Is said to bo 
also planning to place a fast, small 
steamer on the run between Seattle 
and Port Townsend, making two round 
trips a day. It is likely that the Ath- 
lon or Inland Flyer will be used for the 
service. 

The Seattle Times says: "With the 
approach of warm weather and In 
creased travel, numerous reports are In 
circulation along the waterfront re- 
garding the rate war waged so vigor- 
ously last summer on the Victoria and 
Canadian PacUic comiiany. The winter 
has seen little active fighting owing 
Vancouver routes between the Puget 
Sound Navigation company and the 
to tho light travel. 

"There have been reports of a set 
tlement of tho war, but there is little 
foundation for them. There is also u 
report that the Paget Sound company 
will not iilace the Chippewa on tho Vic- 
toria run again, but will operate her to 
an American port near the Canadian 
line. This is tlatly denied by the local 
company. • It is. cxpected tho Chlppowii 
will go back on- the Victoria run be- 
tween April' 28 and May 1. 'She Is now 
being-overhauled and put in condition. 

"A fo\v weeks ago itwa^ expected she 
would go' back at the old rate of 25 
cents, tbut recent reports are to the ef- 
fect that the Athlon or any other small 
vesser will run between Seattle and 
Port Townsend and if this be done, 
'there will be a direct service between 
Seattle and Victoria by the Chippewa 
and probably at more than a 25 cent 
rate.

A TRYING EXPERIENCE 



Joseph Russ Sprang a Leak and Her 
Crew .Manned Pumps and Ran For 
Port Angeles 



. Seattle, April 15.— Buftetted like a 
chip bK- the angry water 300 miles 
from' Cape Flattery, the little codflsh- 
ing schooner Joseph Russ sprung aleak 
and in a driving gale was forced to 
turn about and seek shelter in Puget 
Sound. Risking the perils of the Van- 
couver H^and coast, Capt. Foss cour- 
ageously sailed her in at Cape Flattery 
under unfavorable conditions, and with 
tho crew manning the pumps to keep 
afloat. Fearing she would sink, he at- 
tempted to run. her in to Port An- 
geles, and in hor water-logged condi- 
tion wa.s unable to handle her and pre- 
vent her going ashore on the spit at 
that point. Here she lay for several 
hours until the tug Wyadda towed her 
off and brought her to Eagle Harbor 
whore she went in drydock for survey.

A4Ji;iiv'i5.'r4^Aif ter drift- 
ing for we^ks':ln .tlio'Pa'cifld 'licean, tho 
plaything, of the winds and tides, a 
message purporting to tell of tho 
plight of Rosaline Rockayn, a Denver 
girl, who came to this city last month, 
strange to its jieoph^ and its ways, 
onl.v to Ijo dragged and carried out to 
sea liy ;i man who. had offered hor his 
services as a guide to a boarding house, 
was washed up on the waterfront to- 
day.

Continuing,, tho message tells of tho 
kind offer of this nian ' to see tho girl 
sal^ely housed; of hlsvsuccess -in per- 
suading her to .copi'e aboard the ship 
to' wait until he should' be at liberty 
to go with her, of drugged wine "and of 
a deep sleep from which she awoke to 
find hersolf a prisoner aboard the ves- 
sel far out at sea. The last jiaragrapli 
reads: 

"If you can read this pleaso notify 
my brother and tell hlin that Rosaline 
wants him to try to llnd her. I don't 
know the name of tho ship. lie \a 
coming back. I wish I could jump 
overboard and it would be all over.

Hamburg-American Line Adds Largo 
Liners Cleveland and Cin- 
cinnati 



Two nev.' leviatlians have been added 
to the great flejit . of the Hamburg- 
American lino with the placing ot tho 
steamships Cleveland and Cincinnati 
in commission between Hamburg and 
New York. The Cleveland, tho first of 
the new vessels to arrive on this side 
of the Atlantic, is the largest vessel 
over built in Hamburg. She Is 18,000 
tons, 608 feet long and 65 -feet wide, 
with a height from water line to upper 
deck of 55 feet. 

The appointments of the Cleveland 
and Cincinnati are even more luxuri- 
ous than those of the older ships. In 
tho lirst cabin of the Cleveland there 
arre acccommodatlons for 300 passen- 
gers, and a notable feature in this sec- 
tion of tho ship is the large number 
of state rooms for the sole use of one 
passenger, as well as the splendid and 
truly regal suites. There are a largo 
number of rooms witli bath and -toilot, 
and every room is very large compar- 
ed with the general size of state rooms 
aboard ocean steamships. Tho first 
cabin -passengers' accommodations are 
situated nmidsliips and extend over 
four decks, namely, the saloon, upper, 
bridge and promenade. They are con- 
nected by a grand stairway and a 
small companion^ way, and an electric 
passenger ele-vator -runs from the low- 
est to the highest, deck. The dining 
room' on the upper . deck has been 
equipped with stDall tables, seating 
two,- four or slx.p.ersons each. Another 
Innovation on tlieJCleveland Is the spa- 
cious lounge -vyheife the passengers will 
gather during in9lemeht weather and 
where the men -liiay smoke, although 
the lounge is intended for the use of 
both men arid women passengers. 
There Is a splendid music room and 
writing room on tho upper deck. The 
first ciibin section of this steamer also 
includes a book stall, library, informa- 
tion bureau, electric lights, bath.s, 
gymnasium, and many sheltered cor- 
ners. 

The accommodations for the second 
cabin passengers surpasp anything 
ever provided.. Another innovation is 
the accommodation for third class pas- 
sengers, where rooms for two, four or 
six passengers liavt; been iirovided in 
the forward end of the vessel. I'hero 
are innumerable baths and toilets, and 
c^very room has a washstand. Kloven 
compartments are fitted on the lower 
tweeii and saloon decks to accommo- 
date about U.OG-l passengers of tho 
fourth class, or steerage, according to 
German law. 

The Cleveland and Cincinnati are 
built ot steel and provided with live 
decks and double bottoms extending 
the entire length of the ships, and di- 
vided into numerous water-tight com- 
partments. The Cleveland has, be- 
sides four masts, twenty-four derrick 
booms. The Cleveland and Cincinnati 
ire equipped with twin screws, tho 
power being supplied by two sets of 
quadruple expansion engines which 
give tho liner a speed of about IG 
knots. Every apjiliancc for the safety 
ot the vessel and its passengers have 
been prepared; an automatic hydraulic 
system for closing the water-tight 
doors separating the eleven water- 
tight compartments into which the 
hull is divided. There are also auto- 
m.itic lire extinguishers, Intcr-com- 
munlcating telophonoa and a subma- 
rine signal system. The popularity of 
an a la carte service on the various 
Hamburg-American lino steamships 
has led tho Haniburg-Amerlcan lino 
to Install a similar service on tho 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. These new 
steamers will complete tho plans for 
I regular semi-weekly service between 
Hamburg and New York. Thfe Clove- 
land and Cincinnati ; . will bo- Saturdaj^, 
ships, -ivhile th&^IgaiserlH'.AugUBte^YiQ-^^^^^ 
torla and Amferlfca .will make a. mid- 
week sailing from New York.

Nuisances 



There aro to b(> more than 

110,000 dilfL.cnt .siu'cics dI' • llowcr- 
liL'uring iiluiUs hi the worKI, be.skli-s 
.several thini.saiid that are not llowor- 
liearing:. Lcsk tliaii live thousand of 
tlioso have been used by man. Threes 
hundred Iclnds are about all that enter 
hito tho'Impbrtant concerns of the poo- 
i>le. It Is said that the World uses. less 
than one' "per, centi of thexlnhaLlii'tants 
of the plant; kingdom. North America 
la- rich In plant specifes; possessing not 
only thousands of kind that are hi- 
dlgenous to the soil, -but other tliou- 
sands that have been borne liere on 
the wings of commerce. Only al)out 
two hundred kinds that are written 
down in the catalojjue oC weeds; and 
many of these are highly iiseliil under 
Ijroper cireumatances. For histanee, 
Uernnula aras.s, Jolinson Kras.s, erab 
grasH, and .sweet clover set Into the 
the weed class ol'ti'iicr than not, yet 
they are all iiKel'iil as I'orase, and sweet 
clover nialics e.xcelleiit bee i.iastiire. 
There are many weeds wlilch have valu- 
able modlchial Qualities, and others 
tliat make line j-ot herbs I'or the poorer 
classes in the reral communities. Even 
poke- weed and jiurslaine are In favor 
in many localities as substitutes for 
asparagus and cress. 
~ 'THe United States department of 
agriculture has Issued a bulletin whieli 
lis . a -guide for the boy who wants to 
earn" some pin money. It Is cntiticU 
"Weeds, used in Medicine," and tells 
•how. to pi'eiiare the weeds for marlcct, 
giving approximately the prices, that 
can' be' expected 111 that cpuritry. j 
Some Usaful Weeds'.. 
Burdock lias a large tap-rot • about 
a foot long. This and the see|ds are 
useful. .The root brings ; front Uiree to 
eight- cents a pound, ao'Cbrdlng. to the 
care used In curing, and the aeeds.bring 
.from Ave to ten cents. 

• v^I>aDllelIon' Is'a jgreat tonic In diseases 
■of the liver arid' In dyspepsia.' The root 
' Is tlfe part 'used In medicine; yet with 

ditnaellori' rqqt .sblling at from four to 
six cents per pound, bvery lawn and 
every field Is permitted to remain cov- 
ered with it. in the country dandelion 
greens are a prime favorite, not less 
for their llavor tluiii for the excellent 
effect they liave on the human s;-steni. 

Dock root Is a J'avorite remedy for 
purifying the blood and for varion.s .skin 
diseases.. The pvige pf U'R drleO, .roots 
is from two to eight cents. Couch, or 
dog-grass is another common weed 
tliat is in demand for medicinal pur- 
liose.s. Its lluid extract is widely used 
in kidney and bladder disorders. The 
price is i'rom throe to seven cents. 

Has Commercial Value. 
. ;Even the unseemly pokowced has a 
'commercial value. Both the roots and 
the dried berrh.'s are salable, the dried 
roots soiling at from two to live cents 
a pound, and the berries at about live 
cents. They arc; used In skin and blood 
diseases. Fox-glove Is a fugitive from 
the flower garden, and in many places 
has lost Us caste a.s a llower by allow- 
ing itsidf to assuciati" witli weed.". The 
medical name is digitalis, and it is 
v.-ldc!y u;;ed in alTecti'Mis th- he:ii-t. 
The annual Importations of digitalis 
amount to some 60,000 pounds. 

The despised mullein Is always ready 
to contribute Its share to "the relief of 
the Uia that beset mankind. It is used 
In coiighs and catarrh, to quiet nervous 
Irritation, relieve pain arid check In- 
flammation. It Is said tliat the drlcMl 
leaves make an Ideal smoke for nasal 
catarrh. Most of the vcrbuscum, or 
mullein flowers, which the druggists 
sell comes from Germany. The price 
is variable, ranging from twenty-fivfc to 
seventy-live cents a pound. 

Medicinal Properties. 

Lobelia, tansy, and catnip all have 
their medicinal values. Lobelia seeds 
arc worth from fifteen to twenty cents 
a pound, and the 'Irled tops from three 
to eight cents. When the physician 
prescribes tanacetum the average pa- 
tient thinks of some rare drug. Vet it 
is nothing more than tansy, of wliich 
some 30,000 pounds are annually nn- 
ported. The prlciJ of the dried toi;s is 
from three to six cents a pound. Cainlii 
tastes better when called calaria, ami 
probably has a hotter effect i>n tlie 
patient. The price paid for its dried 
leaves and ffowerlng tops is from two 
to eight cents a pound, lioiieset is a 
favorite drug when called lOupatciriuin. 
Wearing sueli a liigli-soiiiidliig na.me it 
forgets that it ever was a weed, and tlie 
older <liJctors will i)roini)tly declare 
that It is .about as near an all-rouiid 
reniedx' as medUal science knows. 

Tlie'yarrow looks like a. valuali!.' drug 
when wearing its alius of acliillca. U 
Is a stimulant tonic and is itieu i:;i. d. 
Hlossomlng on nearly every farm, it yvX 
ic'iinlre.s iniportatlon.s to supply the de- 
mand. The blessed thistle Is worth as 
high as un cents a pound. It Is cul- 
tivated in Cierniany. 

Jamestown weed Is a sort of Dr. 
.Tekkll and Mr. Hyde. As stranonium it 
Is one of the most v.aUiablc plants in 
the pharmacoiKicia. It Is tlion an honor 
to the potato family, of which 11 is a 
member. About l.'iO.Oiai pounds of its 
leaves and 10,000 pounds of Its sceils 
arc annually imported into the United 
•States under this name. When called 
"Jlnison weed" It is a'DOUt the most 111- 
smclUng, and pesky of all the hdrbs of 
tlic field. Prom two to seven cents a 
pound Is paid for the dried, leaves and 
seeds. 

In addition to ilii se there are many 
other connnon we< ds which have a com- 
mercial value, anion.g tlioin tlie worm- 
fieed. mustard, jHiison hemlock, fleabane. 
the. gum plant and the Kriiidella. There 
are many weeds which are highly poi- 
sonous, and hundreds of Uvea are lost 
imiiually as a. result of eating them. 
lOvpn (he 111-amelling rnttleweod Is poi- 
sonous. Many woods arc prolific be- 
yond expression. For Instance, it 1". es- 
limated tliat a large stalk of purslalne 
will inive as many ;is a million seeils. 
.Some have been found that go a quar- 
ter niillloii abovi' that. If every seed 
of purslalne .should gi-ow Into a plant 
It would be but a few years until tlio 
entire surface oC the .earth Would bo 
covered wltli purslalne; . 

Cosmopolitan Weeds. 

City weeds are usually" thoroughly 
cosmopolitan, ' and ore • globe-trotters. 
The great majority of them began tiielr 
vcareer In Asia. From there tliey were 

• carried by routes of travel Into Europe, 
I and X<oni Europe tlicy were' trahs'fdrre'd 



to America. 'It' Is said that there are 
Jiiany more .varieties, of European and 
Asiatic - weeds near, the American sea- 
'joards than in the Inland sections. 

Tlie reiimrkable hiw of- ■ adaptation 
shows up wltli cumeo-like , clearness 
among the weeds. Aceustoincd to ilglit- 
ing their own battles, to overcoming the 
Jiardest sort of obstacles, they have be- 
come: :self^rellant, and can thrive under 
almost any kind of environment. On the 
otiier band, some of the staple crops 
have been coddled and cosseted so long 
that they have reamed to lean almost 
entirely on the sui)port of man. It is 
is said that beans, tobacco, lentils, corn, 
ithd'^ivhcat have reached that stage 
iwlVece they would become extinct If 
inah.; ceased to cultivate them. 

' -ii'- weed "lias been ''called a plant out 
of place. Sometimes it is (lulto without 
honor, in its own country, yet of the 
royal purple in alien lands. Now Eng- 
land' likes the little plnk-tlppod English 
daisy and ; cultlYates It, with tender 
hand.! Old. England' .-detests it as a 
troublesome lawn weed. The American 
farmer boy who never orought blisters 
to .his hands .'Iglitiiig inullein was the 
son of a careless farmer, wlille In Irish 
greenhouses that weed Is carefully cul- 
tivated as -"the American flaimel plant. 
West of the Mississippi there are placov 
where yarrow Is highly prized under 
the alias of "lace flower." Yet every 
ea.slern farmer Is put to get rid of It. 

.Seme plants that arc highly prl-zed m 
oiu^ generation are worse than rubbish 
in another. KIb grass was brought to 
Now England-as-foruge, as was also the 
ox-eye daisy. Garlic got its start in 
America bv being cultivated In the 
Kardens of the early settlers at German- 
town, Pennsylvania. Chicory was 
brought to JIassachusetts by Governor 
Bowdoln, for greens. Kotima, caraway, 
and morning glories are all runaways 
from the garden. On the other hand 
some highly-prized idants of today were 
re.jected by our grandfathers. Tile to- 
nialu was known as the "love apple." 
and not until 1S2& was it regularly 
sold in Philadelphia, though it appc.-.ired 
in the- New Orleans markets in 1812. 

In ihe early days, when earth was 
iis.-d as steamship ballast many weed 
slowawavs catered .\merica. One hun- 
dred and' three different kinds of wci'ds 
have aeen found to liave come in a sin- 
gle, cargo from .\rgentlna. 

It Is expected that i!;e day will come 
when weeds will be prized here as they 
ar(! in Germany. Only recently a Lou- 
isiana eiiterprisi! bus undertaken to get 
oil from cockleburrs, and It Is the 
propliecy of some tiiat the cockleburr 
wlU become a regular farm crop.

Af- 
ter reviewing the alleged abuses of 
last season the letter continues: "It is 
evklent that your Association proposes 
to continue tliis condition of affairs 
during the coming season unless some 
other arrangements can be made. This 
is clearly proven by your announced 
intention to "eniforce f >^0ii6< jcohtlnuous 
discharge book system against sea 
men on the lakes. 

"It is nothing less than a barbarous 
blacklist. Every seafaring man the 
world- over knows of the terrible et 
ects the English Slil])plng Fedenitlon 
had upon seamen of that country 
Your so-called "welfare i)lan" Is a 
copy of the English scheme except that 
your i>!an iirovidc-s for a black li:;tlng 
system more far-reaching and de 
cidedly more irresponsible than the 
English iiiotliod.

Leida To Bloo^ Riot— Priest 
• : Incites- Mob , . . 

..Mexico City, April 15.'— The rioting 
;Whloh occurred at Velararderiia; a- min- 
ing' camp In Coahunila, last Saturday, 

was more serious than was at first re- 
ported, thirty-two men being killed 
und many injured. Iho trouble was 
Instigated by Father Ramon Valon- 
zuoln, the. parish priest, is Is asserted, 
and ho now lies in n hospital, hover- 
ing between life and death. Fourteen 
of the rioters were. '.executed V. by. 'the, 
governor and ' many -.werer Imprisoned, 

Tho lighting occurred when the jefo 
politico of tlie town, and ofdcer corre- 
sponding to mayor, attempted to stop 
a rellgiou.s procession .headed by tho 
village priest, the laws of Mexico for- 
bidding such parades. A thousand 
parishioners followed the i)rlest, wish- 
ing to witness the annual burning of 
Judas and when the orders of the 
mayor hoeamo known the mob stoned 
and later burned the house of tho 
mayor, who with, his fwlfei. escaped l)y 
climbing a rear, well'and (seeking pro- 
tection In the American colony. The 
rioter.s then stormed a Chinese hotel, 
looted it of all liquors .ind food and 
terrorized the neighborhood during 
tho night by their drunken- orgy. 

The police force llred on tho mob, 
many members of which were well 
armed. Thc olilcers were forced to re- 
treat leaving six of their number dead 
in tlie main street. T^ater troops ar- 
rived In a special train and a short, 
lierce light between troopers and riot- 
ers ensued;, bringfrig. th&ftotal .dcaths 
to thirty-two with a number Injured. 

Father Vnlenzucla was arrested. One 
of his followers smuggled a knlfo to 
his cell and tho priest stabbed himself 
six times in a vain attemjit to com- 
mit suicide. He la now in tho prison 
hospital.
